Shultz’s statement said, “No 
participant in a peace process can 
wave the flag of justice in one hand 
and brandish the weapons of terror- 
ism in the other.” 

The United States wants “unam- 
biguous acceptance of Israel, unam- 
biguous rejection of terrorism and un- 
ambiguous acceptance of U.N. 
resolutions 242 and 338 (passed in 
1947 to delineate the relationships be- 
tween the Palestinians and the newly 
created state of Israel)” by the PLO, 
Berger said. 

The Nov. 15 resolution by the 
Palestine National Council, which 
states the council’s new position to- 
ward Israel and declared an indepen- 
dent Palestinian state, is a “step by 
step movement away from violent 
conflict to a peaceful negotiation with 
the enemy,” Berger said. However, 
the resolution is not a complete turn- 
about. Israel and the United States 
cannot accept “a resolution that de- 
cides, before negotiations begin, 
what the outcome will be,” he said. 

The PLO should have come out and 
clearly stated its position instead of 
just “implicitly” recognizing the right 
of Israel to exist, said Berger. Israel 
and Palestine must come to the bar- 
gaining table “face to face” and dis- 
cuss all the issues, Berger said. 

The denial of a visa to Arafat will 
“not be a major road block in the 
peace process” as Arafat’s voice will 
be heard, Berger said. 

Berger was the first speaker of 
BYU’s “Middle East Week.”

U.S. and Israel oppose vote 
allowing PLO chairman a visa

UNITED NATIONS — The Gen- 
eral Assembly’s legal committee 
voted 121-2 Tuesday night to ask the 


State Department to grant PLO 


Chairman Yasser Arafat a U.S. visa. 
Only the United States and Israel 
were opposed. 

It was an indication of how lopsided 
the vote is likely to be Wednesday 
when the 159-member General As- 
sembly takes up the Arab-sponsored 
resolution deploring U.S. denial of a 
visa to Arafat so he can address the 
assembly at U.N. headquarters in 
New York. 

In denying the visa on Saturday, 
the State Department said Arafat had 
condoned acts of terrorism committed 
by the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. On Tuesday it said its rejection 
was final. 

All U.N. member nations are rep- 
resented on the legal committee, but 
not all were present for the vote Tues- 
day night. 

U.N. officials, meanwhile, began 
calculating the cost of the unprece- 
dented step of moving the General 
Assembly to Geneva to hear Arafat 
speak on the Palestinian problem and 
Middle East issues. One source sug- 
gested it could run around $150,000. 

Arab diplomats, speaking on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said they have 
enough votes to reconvene the Gen- 


eral Assembly in Geneva. They said 
the session probably would be in the 
week of Dec. 12-16, with Dec. 13-14 
the likely dates. 

Most nations were expected to as- 
sign their Geneva ambassadors to the 
session and nations would bear the 
cost of their own travel, diplomats 
said. 

The General Assembly on Tuesday 
delayed its annual debate on the 
Palestinian problem, _ originally 
scheduled for Thursday, Friday and 
Dec. 6, to permit arrangements for 
Arafat to speak elsewhere. The U.S. 
rejection of a visa set off an interna- 


tional uproar and demands that 
Arafat be allowed to speak. 

If U.S. authorities reject the reso- 
lution to reconsider, as is expected, 
the next step will be a second resolu- 
tion later this week seeking to move 
the assembly to Geneva, the diplo- 
matssaid. 

Backstage deliberations sponsored 


- by the British failed to remove harsh 


language from the first resolution. It: 
says America is in “violation” of the 
host country agreement and “de- 
plores” the failure to grant Arafat a 
visa. 


George Mitchell elected 
Senate majority leader

WASHINGTON George 
Mitchell of Maine was elected Senate 
majority leader on Tuesday by 
Democrats seeking a forceful new 
spokesman during yet another Re- 
publican reign at the White House, 
and he quickly promised George Bush 
his initiatives will be met with “inter- 
est and enthusiasm.” 

Mitchell, a 55-year-old former fed- 
eral judge, easily defeated Sens. Ben- 
nett Johnston of Louisiana and Daniel 
Inouye of Hawaii. He succeeds 
Robert C. Byrd of West Virginia, 
who stepped aside after 12 years as 
the Senate’s Democratic leader. 

Asked if he would cooperate with 
Bush, Mitchell said he plans to meet 
soon with the president-elect and 
“We hope to move forward on a broad 
range of issues,” including the federal 
deficit, health care, day care and the 
environment. 

Mitchell received congratulatory 


ealls from Bush and Vice President- 


elect Dan Quayle, as well as President 
Reagan. 

“The Democrats await with inter- 
est and enthusiasm the proposals of 
the next administration,” Mitchell 
said. 

Mitchell, who was just elected to 
his second term in the Senate, has a 
liberal voting record but promised “to 
work with all the Democrats in devel- 
oping a broad agenda.” 

Within minutes of his election, 
Mitchell emerged from the party cau- 
cus in the historic old Senate chamber 
of the Capitol to meet with reporters. 
Quickly turning aside suggestions he 
would be a partisan fighter, he said, 
“We hope to cooperate with the new 
administration to deal with the seri- 
ous problems and important chal- 
lenges facing our nation.” 


Perhaps Mitchell’s greatest claim 
to public fame was his performance 
last year during the Iran-Contra 
hearings. 

In a quiet but nationally televised 
confrontation with Lt. Col. Oliver 
North, who had testified with great 
patriotic fervor, Mitchell looked at 
the witness and spoke into the micro- 
phone: 

“Please remember that others 
share that devotion and recognize — 
that it is possible for an American to 
disagree with you on aid to the Con- 
tras and still love God and still love 
this country just as much as you do.”

Launch plans unchanged, despite forecast 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — NASA forged ahead Tuesday with the 
countdown for the secret mission of space shuttle Atlantis despite a forecast 
for unacceptably high wind at launch time. 

»The forecast, which also contained clouds and isolated showers, was exam- 
ined closely by shuttle managers as they met to decide whether to launch 
Atlantis on Thursday on a flight carrying five astronauts and a spy satellite. 

“All countdown activities are on schedule,” the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said in a five-paragraph status report. 

,» That statement and the management team’s decision were the only an- 
nuncements expected from the usually open space agency. Air Force rules 
prevented the civilian agency from holding its usual pre-launch briefings. 

The Air Force has said only that the launch is scheduled for Thursday 
between 6:32 a.m. and 9:32 a.m. EST. The precise time will be disclosed just 
nine minutes before liftoff. The big countdown clocks at the site were kept 
blank. 

* Despite the secrecy, much is known about Atlantis’s mission. The astro- 
nauts will release a $500 million satellite — the first of a series called Lacrosse 
— that can discern targets of military interest in 80 percent of the Soviet 
Union. 


2 of 3 charges against North upheld 


WASHINGTON — The judge in the Iran-Contra case on Tuesday upheld 
two of the central charges against Oliver L. North but dismissed the third 
count. 

U.S. District Judge Gerhard A. Gesell refused to dismiss the two charges of 
‘conspiracy to defraud the government and theft of government property 
against the former National Security Council aide that arose from the diver- 
sion of U.S.-Iran arms-sale proceeds to the Nicaraguan rebels. 

“The indictment clearly alleges a conspiracy which involved concealing the 
very existence of the profits of the enterprise from the start and hiding from 
Congress information relating to the conspirators’ assistance for the Contras,” 
Gesell said. 

All three charges were also filed against North’s co-defendants. 


FAAto require backup warning devices 


WASHINGTON — The Federal Aviation Administration told the airlines 
Tuesday it wants an additional warning device in the cockpits of all U.S. 
‘commercial jetliners to tell pilots whether the critical takeoff alarm system is 
‘working. 

» The bopenen directive, which is expected to go into effect early next year 
‘and give airlines another year to comply, would affect about 3,700 large 
commercial jets, according to the FAA. 

~ Commercial jetliners have alarm systems that are supposed to warn pilots if 
the plane’s critical control devices such as wing flaps are not in the proper 
position for a takeoff. : 


* But in at least two recent crashes it is suspected that the alarms failed to 

sound because of a malfunction. A spot check earlier this year of Boeing 727 

aircraft showed 35 cases in which the alarms either failed or did not operate 
roperly, according to the FAA. 


Production delayed at nuclear plant 


» WASHINGTON — The only U.S. plant which makes a critical component of 
nuclear weapons won't be able to resume production until at least next spring 
‘or summer because of persistent safety concerns, Energy Secretary John S. 
- Herrington said Tuesday. 

Just last month, Energy Department officials said their Savannah River 
Plant, near Aiken, S. C., would begin a phased restart of its K reactor in 
December, and that it could resume production of tritium in January. None of 
the three reactors at Savannah River has produced weapons material since 
last April. 

“We are hoping to start (the K reactor) in the spring, summer,” Herrington 
said in an interview with The Associated Press.

COALVILLE — Jury selection got under way Tuesday in the trial of three 
members of a polygamist clan charged in the Jan. 28 death of a law officer 
during a shootout that ended a 13-day standoff with police. 

By mid-afternoon, 8rd District Judge Michael Murphy, defense attorneys 
and prosecutors had questioned 15 potential jurors of a 78-member pool and 
dismissed four. 

Clan patriarch Addam Swapp, 27, his brother Jonathan Swapp, 21, and 


brother-in-law John Timothy Singer, 22, are charged with second-degree — 


’ murder in the slayirig of Utah Corrections Lt. Fréd- House. 

House was struck by a bullet as he tried to direct.attack dogs toward Adam 
and Jonathan SWapp. Présecutors cériténd Singer fired the fatal bullet during 
a shootout with police that ended a siege begun after a nearby Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints chapel was bombed Jan. 16. 

The three, along with Vickie Singer, already have been convicted on federal 
charges stemming from the bombing.

$14 million state surplus 
predicted by Bangerter

SALT LAKE CITY — State bud- 
get analysts have predicted Utah will 
have an estimated $14 million surplus 
by the end of the fiscal year, and Gov. 
Norm Bangerter gives the credit to 
an improving economy. 

State accountants examined rev- 
enues during the first quarter of the 
fiscal year which begin in July to ar- 
rive at the surplus. estimate, 


Bangerter said Monday. 

The budget office will release a re- 
port on the revenues later this week, 
while Bangerter is expected to an- 
nounce his recommended budget for 
fiscal 1989-90 early in December. 
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The Legislature will draft the final 
budget during its regular session be- 
ginning in January. 

Bangerter said his proposed bud- 
get will include an estimated $80 mil- 
lion in growth due to a rebounding 
economy, which could bode well for 
state employees. 

“We expect we will have some 
growth to accommodate some salary 
increases,” he said, noting that about 
$12 million to $18 million is needed for 
a 1 percent increase. 

“It’s much nicer to see our economy 
expanding,” said Bangerter said, who 
indicated economic development will 
be an important part of his recom- 
mended budget.

Ronald Last, chairman of the coun- 
cil, said, “We are searching for a way 
to make this situation a better one for 
the homeowner, but the statutes do 
not authorize a waiver of payment.” 

According to Mayor Jenkins, waiv- 
ing the payment would mean putting 
the burden of the payments on the 
other people in the special improve- 


ment district. “There must be an- 
other way of handling this situation. I 
plan to look further into this man’s 
situation.” 

Chairman Last suggested that peo- 
pie in the special district be asked to 

elp. 
“T bet if Mr. Wagner went to the peo- 
ple in the neighborhood they would be 
willing to help pay the bill. It would 
probably be only a few dollars a per- 
son,” Last said. 

Council member Gordon Bullock 
said that it is important to realize that 
this bill cannot just be waivered. “If 
we pass this one, we will be expected 
to pass others, ” he said. 

Among the other actions at the 
meeting was a resolution to sale the 


old Provo library, and a resolution to > 


pass an ordinance of the Provo City 
Municipal Council approving a Rede- 
velopment Plan for South University 
Avenue. 

Both resolutions were passed unan- 
imously by the council.

The customized shelters are sched- 
uled to be completed in the first week 
of January: 1989. 

“The new facilities will have a seat- 
ing capacity of 24 and will have addi- 
tional room for several people to 
stand,” Rasmussen said. “They will 
provide convenience, comfort and 
safety.” ; 

Within the shelters, those waiting 
for the bus will be protected from the 
elements by a roof and walls on three 
sides. 

Other features of the shelters will 
include interior lighting, schedule dis- 
play cases, planters for flowers and 
high visibility between waiting pas- 
sengers and approaching buses. 

According to Rasmussen, the shel- 
ters were designed by the BYU Plan- 
ning and Architecture Department to 
be safe, functional, relatively mainte- 
nance-free and be compatible with the 
architecture of the campus. 

“We feel very good about the whole 
thing,” Rasmussen said. “BYU was

In a grocery store, placement of 

- items on the shelf, packaging and 
price are all designed to sell. Being a 
wise shopper means being aware of 
these marketing policies and develop- 
ing a shopping strategy to avoid un- 
necessary expenses. 

Everything in a grocery store has 
meaning when you realize that it is 
designed to make money. Food com- 
panies make agreements with store 
management even before anyone ar- 
rives at the doors of a store. They can 
dictate where they want their 
product placed on store shelves. Com- 
panies create such a variety of foods 
that shoppers have a hard time choos- 
ing wisely. Emphasis is placed on per- 
suading people to switch brands of 
food or to get them to buy more. 

Marketing practices range from 
bold to subtle. For example, staple 
foods, such as milk, are located at the 
back of stores so that shoppers must 
pass impulsively-bought foods such as 
ery products, fruits and vegeta- 

es. 

Other impulse items are placed 
near check-out stands for easy access. 
Foods are placed in multiple locations 
around the store so they must be re- 
sisted more than once. 

Grocery stores want to keep you 
entertained with special departments 
or displays. Displays may, however, 
project an unreal image or promote 
items that are not on sale. Gourmet 
and non-grocery items are usually 
high priced.

Strategy stretches dollars 


Being aware of these marketing 
practices will help you become a 
smart shopper. 

In March 1988, “Consumer Re- 
ports” published an article titled 
“How to save $2,500 a year in the 
supermarket.” They sent two shop- 
pers into a supermarket to shop for a 
week’s worth of groceries for a family 
of four. One was an impulsive shopper 
and the other a careful shopper. The 
impulsive shopper left the store with 
a bill for $110; the careful shopper 
spent $59 using the same list. 

Consider the following ideas to pro- 
tect yourself from marketing prac- 
tices and to eliminate unnecessary 
costs: 

1. Limit the number of times you go 


- to the store. 


2. Make a shopping list from a meal 
plan and stick to it. 

3. Clip coupons and attach them to 
your list. 

4, Buy sale items and stock up on 
them. 

5. Buy grains, seeds, nuts and dry 
fruits in bulk quantities. 

6. Buy generic products when qual- 
ity is not important. 

7. Store brands are often as good in 
quality as name brands. 

8. Divide the price of an item into 
its unit of measurement to compare 
the unit price of two similar products. 

9. Buy fruits and vegetables when 
they are in season. 

10. Read the labels to see if a 
product is enriched with extra nutri- 
ents or vitamins. It’s worth spending 
money on these items. 

11. Don’t buy large quantities of 
foods or products that you can’t store. 

12. Compare store prices, it might 
save money to visit two stores. 

13. Packing a lunch saves money.

The label is found on the back or 
side of a product and usually includes 
serving size, servings per package, 
calories, protein, carbohydrate and 
fat and sodium information. The in- 
gredients are also included. 

If a nutritional claim is made, such 
as “fortified with six vitamins and 
iron,” vitamin and iron content is in- 
cluded as well. The manufacturer 
may also opt to include cholesterol 
information as well as carbohydrate 
information. 

Guidelines 

Sometimes nutrition information 
may not be on the label. If that is the 
case here are some guidelines: 

1. Check the ingredient list. Ingredi- 
ents are listed in order from the most 
predominant to the the least. 

2. If weight loss is your goal, look 
for sugar or fat that is listed last or not 
at all on the list and avoid foods con- 
taining the words lard, palm oil, co- 
conut oil, or any type of oils or fats.

The odds for pre-med students be- 
ing accepted into Utah medical 
schools are among the longest in the 
nation, with roughly one-third of 
those applying being accepted. 

Millie Peterson, the director of the 
University of Utah medical school ad- 
missions, said although the Univer- 
sity of Utah’s medical school accepts 
77-81 students from among the 200 to 
300 that apply each year, that is not a 
bad average. 

“We have a minimum of 75 seats for 
Utahns and last year we accepted 79,” 
said Peterson. “In the 10 years I have 
been here we’ve accepted no fewer 
than 77 Utah students per year, and it 
has been as high as 81. With an appli- 
cant pool of 201, that equals not quite 
one out of two,” she said. 

Peterson said last year the U of U 
accepted nine out-of-state students: 


three from Idaho and six from Wyo- > 


ming. However, she said there were 
fewer applicants than in years past. 

Although there are many factors in 
the decline of applicants, Peterson 
said the length of time it takes to re- 
ceive a medical degree and the hard 
work that goes into obtaining the de- 
gree has made the idea of becoming a 
physician unattractive. She said to- 
day students choose a path of fewer 
requirements. “Medicine is not one of 
those,” she said. 

Peterson said a medical student av- 
erages four years in undergraduate 
school, four years of medical school 
and then three to four years in resi- 
dency. 

Dr. Reed Fogg, a spinal surgeon in 
Salt Lake City and a 1962 U of U 
medical school graduate, said 
medicine is not as attractive as it used 
to be. He said with the problem of 
lawsuits and government insurance 
carriers it has become too big of a 
hassle. 

“Because of these two factors, 
physicians have lost their indepen- 
dence. The attraction of medicine 
used to be you could work for your- 
self,” said Fogg. “Now you have to 
get permission.” 

Fogg said in the legally oriented 
world, government and insurance 
carriers take away the flexibility and 
independence of the  physi- 
cian, “making them fit into a more uni- 
formed mold. You can’t be your own 
boss and do what you want to-do like 
you used to,” said Fogg. 

“In my generation, we worked day 
and night to make money,” said Fogg. 
He said the personal philosophy of 
today’s young doctor is different than 
a generation ago. “The older doctor 
was willing to work all hours and take 
calls knowing he would be compen- 
sated monetarily,” Fogg said. He said 
today’s young doctor wants fewer 
hours, fewer night calls and is willing 
to accept a lower income for more 
leisure hours. 

According to Peterson, while the 
past few decades have seen a dra- 
matic increase in the number of stu- 
dents interested in a medical career, 
the trend recently began to reverse 
itself. 

“In the late 1980s we’ve seen a de- 
cline in applicants to medical school,” 
Peterson said. “In 1984-85, the U re- 
ceived 265 Utah applicants compared 
with 201 last year.” 

Dr. Davis Havertz, the director of 
Weber State’s pre-med program, told 
the Associated Press there has also 
been a slowing in the number of stu- 
_ dents entering the pre-med program 
at Weber State. 

Havertz said the decreasing num- 
bers interested in becoming doctors 
may be caused by the tightening of 
the marketplace for physicians, the 
rising number of malpractice suits, 
long doctor hours and the high cost of 
medical school. 

According to Fogg, some Utah doc- 
tors pay as much as $1,000 per week 
(or more) for malpractice insurance. 
He said doctors in Florida may pay up 
to $200,000 per year, which averages 
$4,000 per week. 

Peterson said medical schools to- 
day are concerned with more than a 
student’s scholastic achievements.
